Cheese that will not. be used 
in a reasonable amount of time 
can be frozen and kept for sev- 
eral months, according to the 
Dairy Council of California. This 
may affect the texture of the 
cheese, but it will not affect the 
flavor. 

Low-moisture cheeses, like 
cheddar, Swiss, Edam and Gouda, 
freeze better than cheese high in 
moisture, such as cottage or 
processed. 

To freeze cheese, cut in one- 
half pound pieces, wrap with 
moisture-proof paper or foil, and 
freeze quickly at zero degrees or 
colder. When ready for use, 
thaw slowly in the refrigerator, 
then warm to room temperature 


for 30 minutes prior to serving 
time. 
Cheese is best served at room 


temperature.
